He would 
also like to launch a “Join a Club” 
campaign before the end of this term.

At the first meeting of the term, 
Mr. Greenberg of the Greater New 
York Council for a Sane Nuclear Pol¬ 
icy spoke on the disarmament aspect 
of President Kennedy’s speech at the 
United Nations. 

Mr. Greenberg stressed the impor¬ 
tance of peaceful settlement to exist¬ 
ing crises through world law and 
negotiation.

While plans are in the making for 
this long range undertaking, the 
president has lost no time in em¬ 
barking upon other- duties, the : 
which was attending a meeting* 
Washington Irving H.S. on WednelT 
day, September 27, in preparation for 
an annual conference held at And¬ 
over, New Jersey, which discussed the 
year’s G.O. activities and related 
school matters. Secretary Sandi Stein 
accompanied him on this Jefferson- 
sponsored trip. 

Newly-elected vice-president, Gary 
Kopf, did not, as readers will recall, 
make any sweeping promises in last 
term’s campaign speech (such as the 
installation of vending machines and 
lounges throughout the school). He 
has, however, seen the Ambassador’s 
Club formed, a step forward in Jef¬ 
ferson’s broadening of relations with 
other city high schools. The purpose 
of this club will be to send and re¬ 
ceive representatives to and from 
N.Y.C. schools to discuss with them 
commonly shared school problems. 

Another advance to be made will 
be the setting up of an Academic 
Committee which will be devoted to 
suggesting improvements in courses 
offered at Jefferson and the possibil¬ 
ity of introducing more advanced 
studies. 

Our Secretary, Sandi Stein, has as 
her goal to uphold the traditions that 
her predecessors have established, and 
to publicize the activities of the G.O. 
whenever and wherever possible. 
Helping her to do this will be Sandy 
Bienstock, Assistant Secretary. 

In the coming year, the individual 
officers of the G.O. will each face dif¬ 
ferent specific responsibilities, but all 
hold one goal in common—that of 
making our school function efficiently 
and successfully with an ever-increas¬ 
ing student participation.

How many students know that a 
former TV producer is presently an 
English teacher in our school?

From 1947 to 1951 he worked at 
C.B.S. as a film program director, 
where he selected and purchased mov¬ 
ies wjiich were shown on TV. Since 
this was the early era of TV, there 
were very few live shows, and movies 
comprised most of the station’s sched¬ 
ule. Choosing films to be shown was 
“quite difficult. There was a limited 
selection of purchased films, which 
was due to a scarcity of sponsors.” 

As his next job, Mr. Gordon affil¬ 
iated himself with an advertising 
agency, where he became production 
supervisor in charge of TV commer¬ 
cials. For those of you not familiar 
with television commercials, they are 
an American invention that occurs 
between programs. (Sometimes pro¬ 
grams occur between commercials!) 
During this time he produced com¬ 
mercials for R.C.A., G.E., T.W.A., 
and Pepsi Cola, among many others. 
Mr. Gordon also did some commer¬ 
cials for live performances, such as 
the Victor Borge Show. 

Inside TV Commercials 
Early in this period, TV commer¬ 
cials, as well as TV, were in their
